Dear  Sib, 

Rome  time  ago  I  wi-ote  you  that  Mrs.  DymoiiJ,  who  ongiuated  the 
earlier  efforts  of  the  claimants  of  the  Booth  estate,  was  engaged  in  com- 
piling the  pedigree  of  the  family,  with  a  \iew  to  establishing  a  claim  to 
the  landed  estates  of  Lord  Delamere,  in  Cornwall,  Huntington  and  Ches- 
ter, which,  she  stated,  belonged  to  the  Booths  in  America.  And  she 
awakened  sufficient  interest  in  the  matter  to  encourage  extensive  efforts  to 
ascertain  the  lineage  of  the  Booths,  who  settled  in  America  during  the  sey- 
enteenth  century,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  their  relationship  to  the 
Noble  family  of  Dunham  Massey.  And  it  now  appears  to  be  satisfacto- 
rily settled  that  Ensign  John  Booth  and  Richard  Booth,  who  were  sunong 
the  first  settlers  in  America,  were  brothers,  and  related  to  the  Noble 
family.  And  it  is  quite  possible  that  if  the  Booth  estate  was  at  the 
present  time  unclaimed,  an  effort  to  recover  by  their  descendants  would 
prove  successful. 

But  Mrs.  Dymond  was  not  aware  of  the  mode  of  disposition  of  that 
estate.  Having  learned  that  the  baronetcy  became  dormant  upon  the 
decease  of  Nathaniel  Booth  in  1770,  she  supposed  that  the  estate  esche^it- 
ed  to  the  Crovsm,  and  was  unclaimed.  But  such  was  not  the  case.  The 
Booth  estates  descended  to  Mary,  daughter  and  ,sole  heiress  of  George 
Booth,  second  EaiPi  of  Warrington,  on  whose  decease  they  passed  to  ht  r 
son  George  Harry  Gray,  Earl  of  Stamford,  who  had  the  titles  of  Earl 
Warrington  and  Baron  Delamere  of  Dunham  Massey,  conferred  upon 
him  by  new  creation  in  1796.  It  thus  appears  that  the  estates  have  not 
been  unclaimed,  and  the  title  of  the  present  Earl  of  Stamford  cannot  be 
successfully  disputed. 

The  only  Booth  property  in  the  county  of  Chester  that  belonged  to  the 
Booth.8  of  America  was  a  legacy  of  £1000,  bequeathed  by  William  Chat- 
terton,  of  Marple,  in  the  County  of  Chester,  to  his  nephew,  John  Booth, 
of  America.    That  legacy  was  paid  over  some  years  ago. 

The  Testator's  will  was  proved  at  Chester,  8th  Api-il,  1817,  and  it  ap- 
pears that  he  also  devised  real  estate  of  considerable  value  to  Richard 
Oxford,  of  Marple,  and  Edward  AVain,  of  Marple,  in  trast  for  the  use  of 
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Mary  Cbatterton,  for  her  life,  and  after  her  decease,  to  her  issue,  male 
and  female,  and,  in  default  of  both,  to  John  Booth,  of  America,  and  his 
male  iRsue.  I  have  not  s.6cortained  whether  the  real  estate  is  now  un- 
claimed ;  but  as  the  children  of  John  Booth  now  reside  in  Maryland  the 
devise  is  of  little  importance  to  us. 

At  the  outset  of  my  investigation,  I  was  advised  that  advertisements 
had  appeared  in  American  newspapers,  calling  for  the  heirs  of  John 
Booth.  It  is  no  more  than  probable  that  the  said  advertisements  had 
reference  to  the  trusts  of  the  will  of  William  Cbatterton,  but  they  may 
have  given  rise  to  the  supposition  that  the  heirs  of  Ensign  John  Booth 
were  the  parties  called  for  ;  and  as  the  property  referred  to  was  in  the 
County  of  Chester,  Mrs.  Dymond  and  others  may  have  thought  that  the 
estates  of  the  Noble  family  of  Booth  were  unclaimed. 

I  have  procured  all  advertisements  calling  for  Booths  that  have  ap- 
peared in  English  newspapers,  and  have  reported  the  result  of  my  inqui- 
ries respecting  several  of  them  ;  and  recently  I  have  examined  the 
chancery  court  records  in  the  causes  mentioned  in  the  advertisements, 
concerning  which  I  have  not  abeady  reported. 

The  estate  of  James  Booth,  of  Thirza  Place,  who  died  in  1830,  was 
unclaimed  until  quite  recently.  The  heirs  of  the  late  estate  were  called 
for  in  an  advertisement  that  appeared  in  the  Times  newspaper  in  1862, 
and  the  estate  was  dealt  with  in  the  court  of  chancery  suits  Coates  vs. 
Hart"  and  "  Bartlet  vs.  Hart."  The  chief  clerk,  haAang  been  satisfied 
that  the  legal  heirs  were  before  the  court  in  those  suits,  a  decree  for  the 
distribution  of  the  property  was  obtained. 

A  decree  of  the  court  of  chancery  exonerates  trustees  from  further 
responsibility,  and  subsequent  claimants  must  proceed  against  the  par- 
ties who  have  obtained  iDossession  of  an  estate,  pursuant  to  a  decree  of 
the  court.  But  the  court  rarely  grants  an  order  or  decree  without  being 
satisfied  in  the  first  instance  that  the  proper  parties  are  before  it. 

The  property  of  Martha  Booth,  wife  of  James  Booth,  lute  of  Armby. 
in  the  County  of  York,  was  a  subject  of  litigation  in  Michaelmas  term, 
185S,  in  the  cause  "  Shackletou  vs.  North." 

It  appears  from  the  certificate  of  the  chief  clerk,  iu  that  cause,  that 
the  next  of  kin  of  Martha  Booth  are  persons  of  the  names  Koberts, 
Wriggleforth  and  Deacon.  The  heirs  have  been  extensively  advertised 
for  in  the  Gazette,  Times,  and  Leeds  Mercury,  and  the  chief  clerk  was 
fully  satisfied  with  the  evidence  before  him. 

An  advertisement  calling  for  the  heirs  of  William  Booth,  of  Annesly 
Wood  House,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  was  published  iu  the  Loudon 
Gazette  Ln  1810.  And  it  appears  from  the  records  in  the  cause  ' '  Booth 
vs.  Eddison,"  in  Trinity  term,  1840,  that  Wflliam  Booth  bequeathed 
£1000  to  a  certain  charitable  use,  and  the  object  of  the  enquiry  was  to 
ascertain  the  testators  next  of  kin,  to  execute  the  trust.  Bequests  of 
that  description  are  probably  of  little  interest  to  claimants,  and  they  wall 
not  think  it  advisable  to  incur  the  expense  of  substantiating  t'leir  pedi- 
grees for  the  purpose  of  executing  trusts. 
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The  only  remaining  chancery  cause  in  which  a  Booth  property  has 
been  dealt  wath,  and  respecting  which  an  advertisement  has  appeared, 
was  that  of  "  Mordaunt  vs.  Hussey."  The  Master  in  Chancery  reported 
that  the  next  of  kin  of  Mary  Booth  who  died  in  179G,  were  before  the 
court,  and  the  property  was  soon  after  distributed  among  the  heirs. 

Concerning  the  late  advertisements  calling  for  the  next  of  kin  of  Kich- 
ar  d  Booth,  who  died  in  1859,  and  Henry  William  Booth,  I  learned  from 
the  advertisers  that  they  did  not  refer  to  unclaimed  estates  of  long 
standing,  and  were  of  no  interest  to  the  Booths  in  America. 

Richard  Booth  left  a  will,  disposing  of  the  greater  portion  of  his  pro- 
perty, and  a  notice  to  his  creditors  was  published  in  the  Times,  12th  of 
April,  1861. 

In  the  Times  newspaper,  26th  July,  1869,  an  advertisement,  calling  for 
the  first  cousins  of  Thomas  Booth,  late  of  Edenfield,  in  the  parish  of 
Bury,  Lancashire,  was  published  pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery.  Some  of  the  first  cousins  having  applied  for  a  distribution  of 
the  property,  the  court  directed  that  the  usual  notice  should  be  given  in 
a  newspaper  to  all  persons  who  should  think  themselves  entitled  to  a 
portion  of  the  property. 

In  a  previous  report  I  explained  why  the  next  of  kin  of  Sir*  Charles 
Booth  were  advertised  for  in  the  Gazette  for  1813.  Sir  Charles  left  a 
will,  by  which  he  disposed  of  most  of  his  large  properties.  But  his  re- 
siduary bequest  was  very  vague,  and  the  Court  of  Chancery  was  called 
upon  to  determine  who  were  the  "most  deser^dng"  of  the  testator's  next 
of  kin.  I  also  stated  that  the  matter  in  which  James,  Charles  and  Ed- 
ward Pvudhall  Booth  were  interested  was  wound  up  a  long  time  ago. 

Having  examined  all  advertisements  and  other  sources  of  information 
respecting  unclaimed  properties,  and  having  become  satisfied  that  the 
Delamere  property  was  never  in  abeyance,  I  must  report  adversely  to 
the  claim,  and  cannot  ad^-ise  further  efforts  to  establish  the  i)edigree  of 
the  family  for  the  jrai'pose  of  substantiating  a  claim.  We  have  discov- 
ered some  proof  of  the  relationship  of  John  and  Eichard  Booth  to  the 
Delamere  family,  but  further  proof  cannot  be  obtained  without  incuiritg 
considerable  costs  ;  and  as  we  are  satisfied  that  there  are  no  Booth  es- 
tates now  unclaimed,  or  belonging  to  the  Booth  family  in  the  United 
States,  it  would  be  impracticable  to  continue  the  investigation.
